(f) An Invasion of the Balkans might take place, [but] [b] not 
before autunn and only If Sardinia, 81clly and the Dodecanese Islands 
have been taken and If the German Army le Involved In large-scale 
operations In the Bast; 

(g) Turkey will enter the war only after

are exaggerated; losses will reach 15 - 20jt. ROOSEVELT and CHURCHILL 
[6 groups unrecove r ed ] bombing, as this conforms with the refusal to 
open a second front. 

(l) Operations in the Pacific theatre [l group unrecovered] 
situation, a large-scale advance will be begun In the late autumn In 
Burma. At the moment planes and troops are being sent to this theatre 
rather than to the Mediterranean.
